There exist* a mistaken notion," 
says Dr. Andrew Wilson, "that tho

It la eonatotenl 
to assume tbat such rariationa in tha 
ends of tin; m-i-ves ot taste Imply 
variation* in their function*."

Ever^ body baa aoon the big, light yel- 
low globes on the fruit stiinds In the 
atroetii, and about every body has tasted 
them. The verdict is usiniliy dUap- 
lM-..val. MiJHt lieop!i\ wIrm tlioy bito 
into their inltiui shaddock, havo tbolr 
laoirtbi Wi^oiq) for U)0 tMtv'ofraa or- 
' logo. *rKe*V!ldn1otia. pt^uanf flavor of 
Iho Bhaddook Is in tho iintnro of a disa- 
gi-ucabit^ faur|iris.', uinl tho fruit is at 
oneo sot down as not enticing. Shnd- 
dooks must bo eaten rightly, and really 
to like them Is in most instances an ac- 
quired taste. Vei7 low ol the^ peo- 
ple who ent shaddocks habitually, 
nnd nhnddcek rating la a hubit 
with Bfuno people, but had to 
learn to like them. Anotbor cansu fur 
the alow growth in popular lavor ol the 
■baddook is that It is Impossible to ti ll 
by a}>i)eurinu'o of a slmddock whetlior 
it is ripo or not. imripe shaddock 

is OS disogrooable to the tiiste as a rlpo 
ono ia ploaaaat, and it often happani 
tmtt an experimenter's first shaddock 
ia a green ono, and ii.M'.'m'.t' it 1-^ so (»oiir 
aa to make bis jaws ■.<::-iu n.'ii, iio 
condemns all sbuddueks bouuusu uf this 
one. The color of the shudduck Is a 
pale yellow, almost green In its palo- 
neas, and this color doopens bull little 
after the shaddock bos attained its full 
bI/.«. which is unywhei-t! from the size of 
II hasc-lial I to llial oT a small fool-ball, 
tliough it takes a wook or two of aoo*. 
ahine to thoroughly, ripen a shaddock 
atlar It has aUalned lU full also. Shad- 
doaki grow on a tree that looks much 
like an orango troo. liko il bein^^ an 
evergreen They grow vory thickly 
all over the tree, much mote'thloUy 
than oranges. 

"I havo soon n Uttlo twig no bigger 
than iny llttlo finger." said a fruit 
dculiT, yestertlay, •'with llvo or six 
blgshaddoflis (jii il. Tluj t wjt,' diiiti't looli 
otrongonough t« hold their weight. A 
oomparatively small tree will often bear 
as many as two thooaand ahaddoekt at 
n time. They grow rapidly nod easily 
whenn'or oranpi.'s grow, and ■ they nro 
rapidly coming Into favor witb the pub- 
Jia Uown south they are muidl liked 
and nearly every body eats them. But 
in the North thoy aro lass known. I 
presume thoro arc tht-uo liuuUrud or 
four hundred barrels of thoui sold hero 
in Washington each weok. though tho 
sales this soason havo nut been lu 
lar^ «a last, 'lliolr season is just the 
aame as that of the orango, and they 
aroparkod and shipped Just as oranges 
are. 'i'lio taslo for thcai is an actpiirod 
ono, though, just as tho tasto for toma- 
to is. A Florida fruit paper, a short 
time ago, printed an artiola to the effect 
that Ihoro WM • fortune itwattlnir tho 
num who had Dartre enough-to jilant a 
shaddock grove. They are certainly 
on the rise In popular favor, and I 
would not bo surprised if thoy should 
oome to be aa much eaten as oranges 
Bra" 

Tho shaddock If a nnttvo of China, It 
Is said, and the story i,'ooh thai a naval 
officer who ato and liked them there 
brought home aumO'of the seeds ^nd 
planted them in Florida. Vor a long 
while the trees were valued only tor 
their plcturosquuness. Finally, though. 
Southern people got to liking the fruit, 
and now the taste is sprcndlifg all over 
the ooantry. They are sometimes 
oalled grape-fruit, on account of their 
tart flavor, and there Is quite a general 
Impression that shaddocks ' grow on 
vines; liul Soijlhdni people, the llory 
goos, fur want uf u better name, gave 
Uiam that of the navy eaptain who hi- 
Iroduoed the fmtt Into 'this oountry. 
Shaddocks are also grown ' In I.uwur 
California, though moel ot them cnrno 
from Florida. They aaa sold on tho 
fruit stands, according to ■tsa, at from 
Ave cents apiece to throe for a quarter, 
or.Jor vei*y largo ones. Ilftoen cents 
ai^Me. Thoy vary In rpmltty as i^urU 
asomnfros do, and w*iilo the good onos 
are vtiry t,'ooil. tin* batl ones, if (,'reen. 
aro VM^ bad. Those with smooth, 
b(Mi£&iM *a tk* best, M f» get^ 
•ilSii^ oaWrMl^peaaUleW teU 
whether a shaddook la ripe or not with- 



LAWLKM WHITf OAMl 

A Mw la the IMiMtlea •( Aaatekr aa« Ik* 
Law of J«4a« l,7Belk 

Within a short time a now social 
force has appeared in various parts of 
the country which is known by the 
luune ol "White Capa." Whethor 
there ia one eaoret organtxatlOB to 
which all the local aasooiations are 
silled, or whether they are many and 
Independent, no one. seems to know, 
but, wherever they appear, the method 
of operation is the same. 

These While Caps have taken npoa 
themselves tho task of regulating tba 
minor morals of the community. 
Kitneon .lones is lazy, and lets hla 
family suffer for the ueoeasaries of life. 
Barah Imtdafkm IM thfrp * tongue, 
and spreads seaodar*aI»ut her neigh- 
bors. Sum Jowlcr drinks too much. 
Oversuch otTenses as these, which aro 
not known to tho law of tho State as 
offenses at all, and for other greater 
offenses of which persona are suspect- 
ed, but which OM tMt ba proved 
at^nst them, ihe WMte Cips aiaume 
jurisdiction. 

Tho method of punishment la Huin- 
mary. Threatening anonymous letters 
are sent, warning the offending person 
that he must reform. Either before or 
I without such warning the White Caps 
: make a midnight i-all upon their vic- 
tim, and sometimes maltreat him or 
her shockingly. In some eases tho 
punishment inflictod by the White Caps 
have bean not merely oilminal In the 
eye of the law, but violative of person* 
al decency. 
I Tho efforts to bring tho perpetrators 
ol these outrages to justice have not 
' bean very suocasstul. Indeed, in some 
oomnuaittes there leeoa to be a dis- 
position to look upon the White Cop 
pei-forinances us rather a good joke 
and with something like popular ap- 
proval. 

I As we have said, little Is known of 

this secret movement except by those 
. who have a part In it; but something 
ought to be known about it. From any 
' possible point of view the object and 
I methods of the White Uapa are thop, 
oughly bad, and deserve much severer 
{ punishment than the offensea which 
thoy attempt to regulate, 
j This principle is so plain that it la 
difficult to argue It. Who has givon to 
j private, eaoret, Irreaponslble persons 
I permlseten to make punishable oBenaes 
of minor faults which soolety as a 
I whole ban never undertaken tooorreotf 
, Who has put the execution of aay law 
In their hands? Yet these men first 
' make laws which society does not ai> 
I prove, and then execute them with 
rough brutality and personal violence. 

Wo fancy that these words may fall 
under the eye of some persous who 
have taken part In White Cap exploits. 
Mo doubt the motlvo ol mnoy ol tka 
volunteer regulators is <"good one; 
but thoy can not havo reHoeted upon 
tho consequeneos of what thoy do. 

lluw easily it may bo tho case that 
tho reg\ilalors thcmsclvos may bo 
guiityof doinif some things which seem 
to others In the community as bod as 
the offenses which thoy punish. For 
oxamplo. to send an unoiiynious letter 
Is surtdy iu« mean and Min-uld ti;: ;in act 
as being lazy and failing to support 
one's family. 

Suppose an organization should be 
made with the purpose of hunting 
down and wlil])ping evi'ry man who 
belonged to the Whlto Caps. It 
Would be as lawful an aaioeUUon, and 
with an object quite as laudable, as 
that of tho Whltn Caps. 

But what would become <if the reign 
of law, and of the principal ol individ- 
ual liberty, and of the right of private 
conscience. It eoolety were to split it- 
sell up into little ' faotioos each of 
which undertook to correct the minor 
faults nl people -faults which tho 
general law docs not punish.' 

Moreover, tho White (..'ap movement 
is an outbreak ol the pharisaio aptrlt 
It manna: "I am holier than thon." 
When ft assumaa to punish people who 
ar» only suspected of real crimes or 
offenses against the law, but who have 
not boon convicted, it is a step la the 
dlrecticn of anarchy and the law ol 
Judge Lynch. 

' Wo believe It Is needless to urge this 
view of the matter; for it Is tho view 
which I'very American who values IH>- 
erty, who wishes the reign ol.law. nod 
who reflects before be acts, mntt.ttlnk 
Every such person must r^ard iitt » 
public duty to look with unmixed 
1 reprobatitm uiKm every act ol White 
< Caps, whether he thinks some one has 
been "served right" or not; and ho 
should uso every means in his power 
> to detect and briag to justice the men 
l.'wl>0> whatever their motives, are act- 
ing In a lawlesSi'brutal and cowardly 
mfp^r.— Youth'a Ctompaatoa. ' I

Going to bed early, 
rising betimes, and living in that ouli' 
of the way place, tho Hue Olivier, for 
Bfty years, he was never in tho "move- 
ment" of Paris. I knew the old gentle- 
man when he was so young as eighty- 
three. Ilreakfnstlng in his company at 
the house of iliu (iovernor of Sal- 
petrlore. Dr. Kreiat, of the executive 
oommluioa ol 164B> I raoMmber think- 
ing It a pity, from a retrospeetive and 
historical point of view, that he was 
not an old lady. To extract pictur- 
esque gossip from him one had to cross- 
examine him, and not let him get 
astride on any of his hobUse, one of 
whleh wia lialebraacha, another New- 
ton, another Piuoal, and another the 
infinite supremacy of science. Ho 
nover saw the Diiko of Wellington or 
Blucher, because they never went to 
th* If naeum of Natural History, where 
In 1816 he aided Vauquelhi. But ha 
took over tho Gobolina moat of tho Il- 
lustrious visitors of lAiuis I'liilipiH; and 
the Emperor.

aLANDERS AND PAROV. v 

A Dssartptloa or Ihs ara>pl«au of Thass 
Daadir Ulasaaaa. 

During thij past year outbreaks ol 
glanders havo boon reported in several 
of the States and Territories, and a 
anmbar oldaatha ol human being* have 
been reporlad Irom Inoeulatlan witb 
the deadly poison while caring for dis- 
eased anlmala There are two furnis of 
the disease, the chrunio and the acute, 
and both are fatal, tha latter oeonpying 
{generally but a very few weeks to cause 
death, while the chronic stage will con- 
tinue for montha So dangerous is It to 
take the slightest chance In this disease 
that the best authorities recommend, | 
upon its slightest appearance, that the 
kalmal attaokod be at once killed and 
deeply burled, and all the objeoU that 
have bean exiioeed lo the inlsetlon be 
at onoe burned or thoroughly dlsin- 
leoted. I 

In order that nonamagrba at a lose to 
distinguish tha diaeaaa, alaserlpUon of 
the symptoms is here given, as well as 
what is oommonly called farcy, which 
Is but a mild attack of glanders. 

The first symptom Is a tbhi watery 
discharge from the nose of tha animal, 
whiob. a* the disease progresses, be- 
eome* viseld and tenacious; lastly, it 
becomes purulent. olTouslvo and mixed 
with bloml. The Inflammation extends 
through the whole nasal cavity and 
frontal ainuaaa, and la aeooDpaalad bj 
ulceration. There Is ato marked 
swellbig under the jawa Tba diaaa s d 
may exist for some time willMUt im- 
pairing the genoral health of the horas^ 
but gradually loss of appetite and 
strength, emaciation and cough aet In, 
and death finally follows from exhaus- 
tion. 

The milder form— farcy— appears by 
swelling of the lymphatic glands in 
various part* of the body; especially 
OB tha lasida ol the thighs and under 
the foreleg. The gUnds Isadlng from | 
the swollen glands booome Inllamod 
and bard. Finally the hardened glands 
uloerate, forming foul sores. It is folly 
to attempt a cute or try experimenu 
witb the diseaaad animals. As soon a* 
it shall have been latlafaotoriiy deter, 
mined that the glanders is present safe> 
ty demands that tho animals so at. 
tacked bo at once killed and ren\oved 
from the possibility of conveying the 
contagion to other animal* or to man,

WOOD IN RUSSIA. 



It Is announced at St. Petersburg 
that the Council of Stato Is examining 
a law for prohibiting the use of wood 
as fuel on all tho railways in tho 
European part of tho empire. Such a 
law baa baien often mooted, but, owing 
to tha Infantine eondltlon of the doal 
industry, the Russian Government ha* 
never taken It seriously In hand. Tho 
clamor against the ruthless dostruotion 
of the forests, however, coupled with 
the development of other fuels, has at 
length led to a change of attitude, and 
there seem* a protmbtllty of tho pro- 
hibition to use wood becoming. In duo 
OOUrse law. To the i>r(liiiary (^)ilrist 
who vlsito Kussia by railway there 

doa* not aaam aay apaoial aead tar 
aregulatioo. From the W*>a he e r onai 

the German frontier until be reaches 
SL Petersburg he scarcely ever loses 
sight of trees, aad the whole of the 
Ibur huadred mile* from St. Petera- 
bttrg to Xoaoow U simply cutting 
tllinigb a forest, Of the two he ear- 
l>la* away the impresdoa that a little 
more cutting down of trees would bo 
mora odvantiigeoua than tlie i-overso. 

This impression exUts only in the 
north. In the wrath the train paa*ee 
for hour* over the (tappea or Keelee* 
plains without a troo or a shrub en- 
livening tho landscape. The railway*, 
however, wore riot it'sponslhlo for this 
denudation, whatevur their »iiis in tho 
north, where whole districts havo bcou 
^prlved of timber to feed the iooo- 
motives of the principal Unea It is a 
question whether in spite of thi* the 
govcrauu-nt would not be wlae to let 
tho evil cure Itself. 

It Boaala is to maintain tha poaltlon 
SlW reoovered last year In the coal 
trada she must have cheap railway 
transport, and this will be im|wsslble 
if cheap wood be suppreawd iff favPF 
of dear coal. At present Russian rails 
ways use whatever fuels are cheapes t i 
In the north wood is almost ualvacaalt 
but wood fuel is expensive lo carry 
very far south, aad consaqoaatly ^ 
tbo lllnck Sea poaat loFoign or saUy^ 
eool Is used. 

In Poland, also, tlie local Unea an* 
able tba railways to use coat on a eon> 
(Iderable area, and in the Vol^'a region 
railways like the lirazl Tsaritsiu em- 
ploy mainly petroleum. Every year 
cual and petroleum refuse pusblurtlu r 
and further afield, and, except wheru 
wood ia extremely cheap, oompole 
favorably with it On the Volga wood 
was once exclusively used, but during 
ihe last live ycai - the cmiiloynienl of 
liquid fuol has aproud from tho Cas- 
pian; and now, a* far north a* Kazan, 
the steamboat* u*e nothing elee. A* 
tb« Volga iteamboata were formerly a* 
great olTendera as tha railways, the 
evil is thus curing itself, and hardly 
soems to invite the aotifo inl«rferonce 
of the Busaiao authorities. — Jui)^- 
naarlng.
